© of Cheſter, and his Lordſhip began 
with ſevere RefleCtions againſt Dil- 
loyalty. and Diſobedience, particular- 
ly upon their undutiful behaviour 
to His Majeſty when at Oxon, in de- 
nying compliance to his juſt and rea- 
ſonable requeſt : Nay fo unreaſonably 
Valiant were you, as to have none 
of thoſe fears and apprehenſions a- 
bout you, which ought to accompa- 
ny thoſe who approach ſuch an aw- 
. ful Preſence, eſpecially that of an 
* offended Soveraign. 


Hs urged, that the Church of England 

taught an unconditional and unlimited 
Obedience, then enlarged upon the Duty of 
Diſobedience from ſome of thoſe Arguments, 
which are generally urg'd from Scripture and 
reaſon. And how much Ie were oblig'd to 


 8t from his Majeſties Gracious Temper and 


Charafter, who is a Prince of that gene- 
rous inclination, that he will have no Man 
oppreſſed in things againſt his Conſcience : 
But will ſuffer all Men to Worſhip God 
in their own Way, who bas ſo freely and 
Voluntarily given us his Royal promiſe, to 


maintain his Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, ane 


others the Members of the. Church of Eng- 
land in their Rights and Priviledges, for 
which we oug bt to return our humble thanks 
upon our bended Knees, notwithſtanding the 
pretended Oxford reaſons to the contrary, 
which by what means: they were uſher'd in- 
to the Warld, you your ſelves beſt know. 
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I the mean time we cannot but ſuppeſe, 
that his Majeſty will make uſe of all prudent 
and lawful Methods #0 encourage theſe of bis

He told them, that their Corporation (as 
others) was a Creature of the Crown , and 
that it was inſolence in their local Statutes 
to ſpurn againſt their Maker. 

That their diſtempers had brougbt this Viſe- 
fation upon them, the Conſequencos of which 
might be ill to the Church and Uneverſities : 

hat however they might ofcape in this 
World, theſe ſins. were to be accounted for 
above their other ſins in the next. 

He exhorted them,by'the Bowels of Chriſt 
to confider theſe things ;, he told them, That 
the Eyes of the World were upon then, and 
they ought to take care, thas rhetr Prati- 
ces might net influence their deluded Admi- 
rers.
